ILLINOIS TO KENTUCKY, 


Letter from Hon. W. P. Thomasson to Hon. 
G. Robinson, 


CiteaGo, July 11, 1860. 
Hon. G. Roniysox, Lexington, Ky: 

Sir: Your letter ofthe 2dinst., to Méssrs. 
Bullock, Prentice and Pope in response to 
an invitation to the Union mocting at Lou- 
isville, on the $d, published in the Louis- 
ville Journal of the 6th of this month, has 
been read with care, and it fails to satisfy 
my mind. My objection is that you have 
not observed your usual tact in (stating 
principles, and. then drawing conclusions 
by fair reasoning and analogy. You charge 
that the Republican party is sectional, and 
your only proof offered is that they have 
selected two Northern mpn as their candi- 
dates, ‘without any ike of getting one 
Southern vote.” Willit make the Union 
party sectional if Bell and Everett do not 
get Northern vote? You must acknow- 
ledge this would be a very unsatisfactory 
test. «Now, without pretonding to speak 
for any person or party besides myself, 
your attention is kindly invited to the fol- 
lowing statement, and you are most, re- 
spectfully requested to say wherein there 
iserror. The Republicans claim and be- 
lieve that they are the Constitutional and 
National party, They say the fathers who 
established our Government viewed slavery 
asan institution to be avoided, that al- 
though it was necessary to refer to the 
slave trade, and to fugitive slaves, such 
was their repugnance to slavery that they 
would not use either the words slaves or 
slavery in the Constitution. That the legis- 
lation and public sentiment of the country 
often expressed and encouraged the hope 
that the States would progress as they had 
commenced, to abrogate slavery until the 
evil should be entirely eradicated. In 
short, they claim that freedom is national, 
slavery local;' that slavery is peculiarly a 
State institution, and can exist only by 
law. They say a (different, sentiment was 
never intimated by a statesman of any, pre- 
tensions, until Mr, Calhoun introduced his 
resolutions in the Senate on the 19th Feb- 
ruary, 1847. Ifthese are the facts in the 
case, how can the Republicans, who ask 
nothing further, be called sectional ?_ Such 
a condemnation would include not only the 
founders of our Government, but also all 
those who have administered it for the 
first three-fourths of a century of its exist- 
ence. 

No military triumph recorded in history, 
nor the appearance of Columbus before his 
sovereigns, recounting the discovery of a 
New World, nor eyen George Washington 
surrendering his commission. to the Conti- 
nental Congress, after a war of seven years, 
in which he established our liberties and 
justly won the appellation of Father of his 
Country, surpassed in moral grandeur the 
act of Henry Clay, who, on returning from 
Washington and finding the public mind 
much excited upon the subject of slavery; 
stood upon the steps of the Court, House iin 
Lexington, and in a speech to perhaps a 
thousand of his neighbors and constituents, 
(slave owners) solemnly declared “that no 
earthly consideration could ever induce him to 
vole for te extension of wegro slavery over 
another inch of free territory.” Tt will be 
recollected this was the same Henty Clay 
who said he would rather be right than be 
President, and singular as it may seem, all 
who knew him believed in the truthfulness 
of the declaratia: 

With the evidence of Mr, Clay and the 
hundreds of other good and great men of 
the South who have denounced slavery be- 
fore them, the Republicans are constrained

Douglas vs, Johnson. 


We have already alluded to the inconsis- 
tency of the ‘“Squatter Sovereigns”. in 
nominating Herschel V. Johnson for Vice 
President, on the same ticket with Doug- 
las.

rect exposition of the Constitution in this 


property, and that neither the Ge 
ernment, nor any Territorial Government, 
can destroy or impair the right to slave 
property in the common Territories, any 
more than the right to any other deserip- 
tion of property ; that property of all kinds, 
slaves as well as any other species of prop: 
erty, in the Territories, stand upon the 
same equal and broad Constitutional basis, 
and subject to like principles of recogni- 
tion and protection, in the legislative, ju- 
digial, and. e:

This is the ultra Southern view of the 
subject. It denies the whole doctrine of 
Popular Sovereignty so far as that misera- 
ble cheat and sham can be called a doc- 
trine. 
between the candidates for President and 
Vice President upon the same ticket, has a 
strange look, it has no real importance ex- 
cept as it shows the wretched subterfuges 
to which ambitious men will resort.

Why care whether the power was originally 
in Congress or the people, so long as the 
Supreme Court intervenes and strips both 
of all power? If the Supreme Court held 
anti-extension-of-Slavery opinions upon the 
question in the Territories, is it presumable 
that Judge Douglas would be so ready as 
he is to subject Popular Sovereignty to the 
disposition of that Court? Where is the 
difference between Douglas and Breckin- 
ridge, so long as the latter only asks that 
Congress may pass Jaws to enforce a decis- 
ion which Judge Douglas admits to be con- 
stitutional? If it is a res adjudicuta, as 
Douglas says, why not accept it and con- 
sent that Congress should, pass laws to en- 
force the provisions of the Constitution ? 
The answer is that some show of difference 
is necessary in order to secure votes at the 
North for Douglas; but to. outsiders it 
seems that, ifone were a democrat at all, 
he might as well be a whole democrat and 
go for Breckinridge, who is ‘willing to take 
the consequences of his own logic.

Now, in these, in both alike we have the 
three fundamental principles laid down :— 

First, that slavery does not exist primari- 
ly in the territories by luw, and as a con- 
sequence that freedom does. 

Secondly, that the Constitution does not 
it there.

DOUGLAS & NO NEPERVENTION, 


In examining the record of the different 
candidates for the Presideney, we fiund no 
one as vulnerable as that of the pet of the 
place hunters, and time servers of the North- 
west—Stephen A. Douglas.

THE SOCIAL BONDS OF UNION, All the evi- 
dénee of public opinion at that day seemed 
to indicate that this Compromise had been 

ized in the hearts of the American 
people as a sacred thing, which no ruthless 
liand would ever be reckless enough to dis- 
turb.” 


With this speech staring them in the face 
they have the unblushing impudence to in- 
sist that le Aas always adyocated the doo- 
trine of non-intervention, and it is but a 
short time since James C, Allen, the Doug- 
Jas candidate for Governor, so announced 
at Jacksonville from the stump, It is an 
easymatter to make assertions, but some- 
times the wisest of men fail to prove them,

oWrites a Letter, 


The Mayor of New York, Fernando Wood, 
haying taken sides with Douglas, writes a 
letter dated July 7, 1860, to the Douglas 
Democracy of Baltimore, and tells them 
why hedoes so. Fernando Wood is known 
all oyer the South to be so true a friend of 
the peculiar institution, that his passport is 
sufficient to enable Northern men to travel 
through the South without being subjected 
to outrage or insult of any kind. And he 
stgted in his speeches in Connecticut, thot 
he was constantly giving such passports at 
his office in New York. In other words, 
Fernando Wood is a man whose written 
certificate is of such potency in the Slave 
states that it furnishes.a greater protection 
to atraveller there, than one of the most 
solemn stipulations’ of our common Consti- 
tution. Douglas, having got into bad odor 
in that region, no doubt ‘unjustly, has ob- 
tained a written pass from Fernando. The 
reasons given by him for endorsing Stephen 
ought to be satiefactory and conclusive to 
our Southern fellow-citizens, and enable 
him to sojourn and trayel freely in their 
country. The Mayor says, for he signs it 
Fernando Wood, Mayor, evidently intend- 
ing that the certificate shall be official. 
“The original secession of some of the 
Southern States at Charleston, appeared to 
have been justified upon a question of vital 
principle to them. Those States demanded 
an unequivocal declaration of the rights of 
the Slave States in the Territories, 30 us to 
make the platform conform to the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Dred Scott 
case, which had been rendered since the 
Cincinnati platform was adopted.’ But the 
Baltimore’ Convention which nominated 
Mr.! Douglas supplied this objection to the 
Charleston Convention,’ It adopted the 
following explanatory resolution, which in 
my judgment should be sufficient to satisfy 
our friends at the South. It certainly 
covers the whole ground if rightfully inter, 
preted, without prejudice, and should have 
been accepted by the seceding delegations. 


Resolved, That in accordance with the 
Cincinnati’ platform, that during the exist- 
ence of a Territorial Government, the 
measure of restriction, whatever it may be, 
imposed by the Federal Constitution on the 
power of the Territorial Legislature over 
thé subject of the domestic relations, as the 
same has been or shall hereafter be finally 
determined by the Supreme Court of, the 
United States; should be respected by all 
good citizens and enforced with promptness 
and fidelity by every branch of the Goy- 
ernment.” 


Douglas approves of this resolution in 
his letter of acceptance. Fernando says, 
that the Southern States demanded an une- 
quivocal declaration of their rights in the 
territories, The!States over his signature 
as Mayor, that this resolution ““ certainly 
covgrs the whole ground if, rightfully inter- 
preted without prejudice.”

And it 
will be found too, that{ the. certificate of 
Fernando will also, be of no avail. It is all 
in vdin. The South turns proudly to her 
own Son. Sho has nevér proven false to 
her pledges, It is:in-vain, therefore, for 
Douglas to ‘argue: that he \will’no longer 
hesitate, and chaffer with) the Court about 
what they havedecided. It is still more in 
vain, therefore, for him to say, and Fernan- 
do’ tp certify, that he will stand faithfully 
by this last resolution, and that he will not 
equivocate about the words used in it. He 
has dallied tod! long’ with’ Northern senti- 
ment. Why did his friends not bring for- 
ward this resolution before? It is melan- 
choly to think) of the fatal results of pro- 
crastination; for afterwards come the 
mournful words, too late. Why was not 
this resolution brought forward at Charles- 
ton? It required no sacrifice worth the 
name, For he who does not caré whether 
slayery is yoted up or voted down, can cer~ 
tainly care but little if it is not voted on at 
all. Before the South had offered her fa- 
vors ta her own Son, she might in proper 
suppfeation have granted them to her an- 
cient friend. It is dreadful to think that 
the sacrifice of giving up of “my great 
principle” however tardy, should be with- 


out reward. 

Atall events, we are given to understand 
that in approving this resolution, Douglas 
isin earnest. He is no longer to attempt 
to construe away the decision; he is to in- 
terpret the di jon fairly, and if the Su- 


preme Court have not decided the matter in 


full, they are then ited so to decide, and 
told in advance, that if they do ‘so, it will 
be all right. If the Supreme Court decide 
that all the Territories belong to slavery, 
and not an inch is left for freedom, no 
word of protest is to be uttered, but the 
fatal doctrines of the Court are tobe car- 
ried out at once with promptness and fideli- 
ty. There can be no mistake about this. 
The equestrian feat of traveling along on 
Mason & Dixon’s line, riding two horses at 
once, has been performed too often, The 
exhibition bas become stale, and will no 
longer draw. Hereafter the cards are to 
be fairly shuffled, and fairly dealt, and tio 
trump turned from the bottom of the pack. 

Tt is as plain a3 day, that free institu- 
tions find no guaranty, no favor, no word 
of encouragement from either wing of the 
split-tail Democracy, Their platforms when 
struck resound for Slavery, but are silent 
as the grave for Freedom. If the doctrines 
of either prevail, how soon willit be before 
we will have a swarm of demagogues in thf 
North, like Fernando Wood, whose office 
and boast it will be to give passport to 
Northern men emigrating to the territories, 
certifying that they are entitled to enter 
them, and that they are not obnoxious to 
that peculiar institution which under the 
flag of our Country and the decision of the 
Supreme Court has entered there before 
them. But until that time comes, it  re- 
mains to be seen, whether the men ywho 
have been born and reared under free in- 
stitutions, and so craven in heart, so for- 
getful of their descent from fathers who 
achieved their own freedom, and struck off 
the shackles from all slaves within their 
reach; will submit to the doctrine, and.ac- 
cept the belief that their fathers entered 
intoa solemn compact to spread slayery 
over all the boundless territories thereafter 
to be acquired by them, and their descend- 
ants, and voluntarily agreed that their own 
chosen institutions should bp excluded 
therefrom. Northern men who consent to 
such a doctrine, slander and defame their 
own fathers in their graves, and stand be- 
fore the world self-disgraced.

Mr. Buchanan has made a speech in 
Washington) to his beloved followers, in 
which he! labors hard to clear himself of 
the endorsement he made of Squatter Sov- 
reignty. He says the Cincinnati platform 
is all he ever endorsed, and shall; that 
document avoided expression regarding the 
Territories, except at the time of forming a 
Constitution for State soyreignty and, ad- 
mission into the Union, The’ Cincinnati 
platform says in the, 1st regolution;, “The 
American Democracy recognize and adopt 
tho principles containedin the organic Taws 
establishing the Territories of ‘Kansas and 
Nebraska,’'as embodying the only sound 
and safe solution of the ‘Slavery question’ 


upon whichiits great national’ idea of the 


people of thia whole country edn. repose in 
its determined conservatism of the Union.” 
Mr. Buchanan endorsed this article, and it 
is simply fallacy to say that the “Kansas- 
Nebraska Bill” had no referénes to \Terri- 
tories, as such. The first section of that 
act refers exclusively to the time of admis- 
sion asa State. The 14th sectionrefers to 
it in its Territorial condition. The 1st sec- 
tion says: ‘The said Territory shall be re- 
ceived into the Union (aa a State) with or 
without slavery, as their Constitution may 
provide at the time of theinnadmission.” This 
language, though entirely unnecessary, is 
neyertheless sufficiently explicit to show 
what Congress intended to day, that at the 
time of framing a Constitution for admis- 
sion ‘ng a State the people of 4 Territory 
could determine the question of slavery for 
themselves. Now the language of the 14th 
section of the act is different.’ It reads: 
“It being the true intent amd meaning of 
this, act not to legislate slavery into any 
Territory, or State, nor to exclude it there- 
from, but to leave the people thereof per- 
fectly free to form and regulate their do- 
mestic institutions in their own way, sub- 
ject only to the Constitution of the United 
States,” 

‘This language is certainly strong enough 
to warrant the assertion that the Democ- 
racy did endorse the doctrine that the peo- 
plé ofa Territory, like the people of a'State, 
have the right to determing all questions of 
domestic policy while in their Territorial 
condition.) Now the point we make is) this, 
Mr. Buchanan did. endorse the Squatter
